THE J'"UK«NO ItiirmiMCAN was the only 


paper in Ihe United States that an- 
nounced in its regular edition yester- 
day morning the capture of Chris Hvaiis. 


The tale is told in the following dis- 


palcIit'B to TUB Kui'nn.ifAX : 


ViHALiA.Junc 13.— Chris Evans was 


captured early this morning and was 
brought into this city ut 5.30. Not- 
withstanding the early hour, a large 
number of people were at the county 
jail lo see the wounded bandit. 


He arrived here in n Hpring wagon 


driven by E. H. 1'crkins and guarded by 
Under Sheriff Will Hall. Evans was 
helped out of the wagon and walked 
up tin; stens of the jail with little assist- 
ance. lie presented a battered appear- 
ance. His fare was wounded under the 
left eyo, which gave him au ugly look. 
In every oilier reject Kvims Iwlcud 
like the KvttiiH of old. 


K. il.PcrkiiiH, who lives in Wllcox 


canyon, arrived in town last night and 
informed

Sheriff 1 1 till that 


Evans was at his ranch badly wounded, 
mid could lie taken. 


The dej'Ulien relurned only a short 


lime before from <i trip lo Ihe country, 
and they were na'led together in " I»>SHH 
and left for Wiloox canyon. 


THIi KAITUIIKK. 


Under Sheriff Hall and Perkins and 


<ieorge Witty and Jo I*. Carroll com- 
posed tlit1 capturing posse, Ed Fudge 
and John Broiler arriving a few miniitea 
later, 


The irosw) loft here about midnight, 


and good time was made over the road to 
"\Vilcox canyon. The place was finally 
reachedabout2o'clock. A young mem- 


of the Perkins family went up 


stairs and informed Evans that the olll- 
ccro had arrived. 


Eli Perkins went npataira, while the 


posse remained below, and told Chris 
that the officers had arrived, and ad- 
vised him lo givo up the fight and sur- 
render before he was killed. Chris, 
despondent and sick at heart, replied, 
"All right" anil requested that the ofli- 
i-crs come upstairs, when he would give 
himself up. 


Mr. Hall said he placed him under 


arrettt, ami Chris aaiil, "All right Hilly." 
When asked if he had any arms, he 
fiiiid lie had a pistol under his pillow. 
Evans was lying on the bed when cap- 
tured. 


When asked regarding his light with 


Gard's posse ho said the ofliecrg opened 
lire, fttid that be- was hit twice, but re- 
turned the shots. About the lentil shot 
Zoning complained of being shot iu the 
side. Evans then fell and iired from 
the ground. 


"We laid in the slrawand kepi firing. 


»Sun tag did not complain of the shot in 
Ihe shoulder, but kept asking for water. 


WAXTKl) TO UK KH.1.KH. 


Chris fiiiid, "Arc you much hurt 


John?" 


"Yes, I am shot to pieces. I can't 


stand this, old pard; kill inc." Evans 
refused to do Ihe deed, and Son tag re- 
newed hie supplication to end his life, 
and said: 
"If you think anything of 


me, shoot me." 


Kvans and Son tag kept up a detcr- 


i mined fight, against heavy odda, and 


stayed there until it was good and dark. 


Evans was shot by a member of 


Gard's posse, who stood near the fence, 
as the bandit was running up the bill. 
As he ran a raking fire was poured after 


1 
him by a member of the posse. 


Evans did not reach the Perkins place, 


which is about six miles cast of the 
cabin at Stone Corral, until after day- 
light Monday morning. The wound un- 
der his eye almost blinded him, and he 
was almost exhausted from loss of blood 
und fatigue of walking. Evans could 
not go very fnr until ho had to lay down 
on the ground and rest. 


The trip to Perkins' ranch was accom- 


plished after great difficulty, and he felt 
relieved when ho arrived at the place, 
where his wounds were dressed by 
bers of Hie family. 


ADVISKD TO StlBUKSDKIt. 


Evans arrived at the Perkins place 


nlxnit daylight, and he went up stairs 
without waking any one. The iirttt 
intimation that something bad liap- 


„„ 
bo better to give 


lihiiucir up. 
After bin wounds wore 


dressed Perkins removed Kvans1 pistol 
to u wasbetand. Evans, however, got 
up and Beeured the weapon and placed 
it under his pillow. The ruinous ban- 
dit's ncrvo did not desert hint in ins 
most trying momenta and 
ho 
still 


hoped lo elude capture. It was a vam 
hope, however, and ho is now behind 
thu bare. 
Evana would not agree to give himself 


up, and Eli Perkins catne down and in- 
formed Under Sheriff Hull that the 
wounded man was at his place. 


Mrs. O. P. IJyrd is a daughter of Mrs. 


Perkins. 


THE 1VOUSDK. 


Dr. Matlicwsoii was called in to Bee 


Evans soon after he was taken into the 
jail. He was shot in the left eyebrow. 
His eye was swelled closed. Another 
bullet had plowed across the small of 
his back, making a superficial wound 
about nine inches long. 


A bullet also struck the right wrist, 


and passed upward through the fore arm 
and outward. 
None of these wounds 


gave much pain. The most serious and 
painful injury was a bullet wound which 
broke both bones of the right wrist. The 
arm is badly swollen and very painful. 
All were made by rifle bulletg. 


Evans eays the Jirst shot hit him in 


the eye.thfiWond cut him in the buck, 
the third hit the right wrist and the 
fourth shattered Hits left foru arm. 


He is resting quite comfortably, and 


his wounds compared to those of Soiling 
are not serious. 


.MUM. KVANS CALLS ON IlEll HUHKAS1). 
Mrs. Evans called at the jail half an hour 


lifter her husband arrived, but Sheriff 
Kay prevailed on her to postpone her 
visit until i> o'clock. At that hour she 
was promptly on hand, and on entering 
UK- n'oin where her husband was Evans 
said, "How are yon mother?" 


She burst out crying, while her hus- 


band turned on his side n little and 
closed his eyes. For fifteen nynutcs not 
a word was "spoken. Then each having 
obtained control of themselves, Evans 
inquired as to the health of the chil- 
dren, and then drifted off into an ac- 
count of the light in which he was 
wounded. 


The conversation was culm and tool, 


though both showed that they ran luted 
the present condition of uffuirs. 


rsmiii OPIATES. 


At 1 p.m. Evans und Honing were 


Bleeping soundly under the influence of 
opiates. They lire in a room up tilnirs 
and Mrs. Evans fa staying with them. 


The early hour at which Evans was 


brought to town this morning found 
notil people in bed and there was not 
that rush as when Soiling was brought 
n, though it required the services of 
bur ollieers to keep those who had as- 
sembled from blocking the way lo the 
lour. 


EVANB' HKCBPTION. 


Evaim was helped out of the wagon 


by two men and ussiHled to tho jail en- 
trance. Among the fifty men present 
there were uim or two who stopped up 
(o the wagon and said, "Hello Chris." 
He nodded his head to the two men 
but did not upeak, only when uno of the 
men handling him touched his crippled 
arm. T!m jail door eoon closed on the 
bandit and tho crowd quickly dispersed. 


There is a feeling of relief among our 


citizens and the usual expression all day 
bus been, "Well, the agony is over." 


Only a few struirgling men have been 


seen going toward 
the jail since 9 


o'clock, while yesterday there was it 
continual stream all day. 


Honing cannot live more than a day 


or two.

Shortly after ;t o'clock this afternoon 


Evans und Sontag held it levee ami llfty 
or more persons marched up stairs in 
the jail, took 
u look nt them and 


marched down again after satisfying 
their curiosity. Then the doors were 
:losod to all comers. 


Mrs. Evans and her daughter viftitcS 


tho jail this afternoon, Mrs. Evans in 
the room with her huplmml and Eva in 
an adjoining room with Soutag. 


Sheriff Scott of Fresno county Inis 


served warrants on both men for train 
robbery and the murder of McCiinnis 
and Wilson, and the prisoners will be 
taken to Fresno as soon as they are able 
to travel, Marshal OJiiril having con- 
sented to lay liia government warrant 


"In the fight at Young's cabin, we 


were there getting dinner. Jlainwar- 
ng came in and told us that 11 parly was 
coming down the hill. There wna only 
one mode of egress from the cabin and 
t was surrender or fight, and we fought. 


"When Ihe firing commenced llurke 


umped over tho fence and iired two 
shots and ran down the hill. 


"Smith put spurs lo his horse and lost 


.is arms in attempting to escape. War- 
ren Hill jumped off his horse and made 
'or the brush. 
McUitiniss mid Wilson 


fought bravely nnd I am sorry JlcGin- 
uess was killed as we were acquaint- 
ances in Modesto. 


"Wo made our camp most of Ihe time 


11 the mountains and in redwood can- 
yons and on the Dry creek mountains. 
We were not often at Sampson Flats, 
jut occasionally we traveled back and 
;orth lo Ihe places mentioned to vary 
,ho monotony. 
1 know 'nothing 
about shooting 


Black ut Camp Badger. 1 have been. 
in Yisalia six times during tho winter, 
and once since Kay attempted that ar- 
rest on May 8th. The last visit here 
was made May 22d, when wo remained 
only fifteen minutes, Sontag holding the 
horse while 1 went into the house. 


THE KIGI1T ON STOKKB* MOUNTAIN-. 


"I MTIS coming to Yisalia last Sunday, 


but the fight stopped it. I waa sitting 
on a straw pile when the first shot fired 
hit me in the eye. Then the light be- 
came furious." 


.Kvans also said : "1 was born in Yer. 


inout, but my parents moved to Canada 
when 1 was verv young. I am 40 years 
old. 1 worked for the railroad coin- 
puny for years superintending China- 
men. 


"1 was not i-oiiiing to the plains last 


Sunday to rob a train, but just to SCR 
my family and get some dothi's. I 
needed them, didn't J?" 


l»Ilt NOT Win THE THAIX. 


"People living in Yisalia cannot be- 


lieve, knowing me nearly twenty yours, 
that 1 would rob a train. 1 have always 
lived an upright life, and never thought 
once of robbing railroad trains. 


"Sonlag and 1 have done our own 


cooking all the time because it •— 
cheaper that way, and we bad lo c: 
fully husband thu little we hud. 


"We killed deer anil other wild ani- 


mal" for food, and (.'i-nerally had n f 
ply of venison. Flour and coffee consti- 
tuted our larder, and it was sometimes a 
little short. 


"The story about us being eeen in 


Fresno county in tho mountains on the 
snow slices is a huge joke. 
How would 


we subsist in such a country? Non- 
BC11BCV" 


Kvans answered all questions freely, 


und his manner indicated frankness. 


He was cheerful us could foe expected 


under the circumstances.

He Denied Shooting: 


YISAI.IA, June 13.—9 p m.— Selective 


AVill Smith visited Kvana and Sonlng to- 
day and they conversed for an hour. 


Smith asked them why they did not 


leave the country during tho winter 
when everybody thought they had left. 


Evans replied that they had no money 


and at no time had had to exceed $20. 


Hmith says that they showed no ani- 


mosity toward him during llio inter- 
view, but in talking with others they ex- 
pressed bitterness against Smith. 


Evans said in an interview this after- 


noon that tho fight at his house when 
Smith and Witty first went there to 
arrest him and .Sontag look place he- 
cause Smith had addressed his daughter 
in fin insulting manner. 


llo said he had never robbed a tr 


and did not fear arrest, and that if the 
officers had shown a warrant ho woi 
have submitted. 


"When we left the hou«e on tho night 


Heaver was shot, 1 saw most of the pos.se, 
but they were our friends and wo did 
not want lo injure them. Someone 
sang out to us, 'Who's there?' and then 
a number of shots were (ired nt us. 


"We returned the lire and Beaver was 


Bhot. 1 thought it was Tom Cunning- 
ham. 


"We went to the hills and camped in 


a dark canyon for several days. 


IVpnty Sheriff 11. Uapi-lje retnrncd 


to Fresno yesterday morning very mud 
fatigued after his arduous chase, am 
thu hard bailie with the outlaws nca 
the Stone Corral on Stultca' mountain 


He had a refreshing sleep, and awnki 


in the afternoon ready to go after mori 
outlaws if necesHiiry. In an inlerview 
with a HEITIILICAX reporter he gave tin 
following account of the 
capture o 


Chris Evans' by Sheriff Scott's poss 
. "1 got, information us to where Evan 
was about 2.30 or !i o'clock in the afte 
noon of the same day we brought ii 
John Soiling, and 1 told Sheriff Scot 
tilxHit it. lie wanted lo start right out 
but 1 said that we had better wait; 
night hen false report, because Evan 
was believed lo be close lo lown." 


In reply to this Sheriff Scott said Urn 


he would see Sheriff Kay about it, am 
when he returned lie informed Mi 
Rapelje that he had made arrangement 
lo watch Patterson's bridge and Evans 
house in Yisuliu. Perkins' house, wher 
tho nni.iaw was supposed to be, is abon 
twenty-five miles from Yisalia. 


Sheriff Scott's posse consisted of pep 


lilies Hi Uapelje, L. P. Timmins, I'ierc 
Peck, Deputy Constable William Henrj 
Constable Jack Irvine of Sanger, all o 
Fresno county, Ed wan] Miles, shotgui 
messenger for Wells, Fargo A, Co., an 
Thomas Hunts, thu man who was wit 
lllack when Uluck was wounded by tli 
outlaws near Camp Badger, makin 
eight men all told, including Slieri 
Scott. 


THE STAKT. 


The posse left Yisalia in two carriage 


and when they had got between six ai 
seven miles of Perkins' house a bug}, 
came behind them and passed them : 
the same direction, going at a vei 
lively gait. Within a few seconds ai 
other buggy followed close in pursuit 
the first one. One of the men in tl 
second vehicle was covered with a h 
robe. 


Mr. llapelji shouted to Ihe driver . 


the first carriage containing a part 
Sheriff Scott's posse to catch up wi 
the two buggies, even if he had to I; 
his horses in the alU-mpl. 


All the horses were now on a dead n 


..id the race was a very even one, tl 
uuiinals being very well matched 
point of speed and endurance.

Hapulje entered the room followed by 
eriff Scott and the remainder of the 
HBt', and they saw Kvuus lying on n 
iltrasn. 
Uapelje accosted him: "Hello, Chris; 
u're pretty badly shot up." 
'Yes; pretty badly shot," responded 
i wounded outlaw. 
Jo J*. Carroll took out his note book

led Under Sheriff Hall of Yisalia out 
the room, and the two men und 
eriff Scott stopped at the head of the 
irway. 
tupelje then claimed Evans as his 
iHC s prisoner, but was willing to let 
Jl take him intocustodv as ilall rep- 
sented tho sheriff of 'i'ulary county, 
ovided Hall would give Kapelje a re- 
pt for him. 
Hall replied: "No; I will give you 
receipt; 1 claim the man myself." 
liapelje said in a determined manner: 
'hen you will never take him ; if that 
the case 1 will take him to Fresno 
Hi mo tonight." 
'You will?" asked Hall. 
"Yes, 1 will," replied Kapelje, "and 
at's all there ia about it; von can't 
tbiin." 
'That's all right," remarked Hall

The. settlement of this conntrj 
is, however, comparatively recent an 
it is exceptionally prosperous, t\v 
causes which always attract a class o 
adventurous and reckless spirits, ai 
with these the various communities ar 
compelled U, deal until force of circi 
stances have driven them to new past 
urcs. 


Fresno county in the way of driving 
out tlie criminal clement, and the cap- 
ture of Sontaf and Evans is an impor- 
tant slop in the pcncnll movement 
which is destined to very soon relieve 
this ]>orlioii of California from the class 
of which they are conspicuous examples.

onld not diminish the glory and the 
lapnitude of w hut Columbus achieved, 
ie was the discoverer who made a New- 
World known lo the Old World, and lo 
lis name will eyer attach the fame and 
lonor of that discovery. The Norsemen 
loiibtless landed here and formed a 
:>rief settlement, but they did not com- 
municate the story of their explorations 
lo the world at large, and they probably 
had but a slight opinion ol its import- 


While Columbus never knew 


that he had unlocked to the nations a 
previously unknown continent, he did 
understand that he opened a new path 
across the ocean lo laiuls that had been 
virtually 
inaccessible and that he 


brought vast and rich territories within 
tlie reach of civilized man. The Norse- 
men found America, as they found 
Iceland and Grecland, while roving the 
ocean, like the hold Vikings that they 
were. They seem to have put no spe- 
cial value upon the discovery, and to 
have abandoned the shores of Vinland 
with as much indifference as they had 
come upon them in wandering over the 
sea. 
There was richer spoil nearer 


home, on the coasts of Europe, inhab- 
ited by the allhicnt and degenerate 
heirs of Konian civilization. 


That the Norsemen were here is made 


all the more probable by what has hap- 
pened within our own century; for it. is 
known that in at least one instance a 
Japanese vessel was carried by stress of

tind Several Expense Kills 


Arc Allowed. 


The City Hoard of Education met at 


the city hall last niglit and held an ex- 
tended session, a full board being pres- 
ent. 
Professor Ileaton presented the 


following as his annual report to the 
board: 
To the Honorable Board of Education. 


Gentlemen.—I herewith submit fig- 


ures showing tlie necessity for two, pos- 
sibly three, additional teachers. If the 
finances permit the expenditure, 1 sug- 
gest the employment of a special teacher 
for commercial branches in tho high 
Buhool 
and 
for penmanship in tlie 


grades. 


There is a compulsory school law on 


the statute books of this state and our 
charter provides for the appointment of 
a training officer. 1 believe the en- 
forcement of this law would work great 
;ood to our city. A local reform school 
ni(h;r a good teacher would enable us to 
remove children of evil influence from 
ilie regular grades without turning them 
'•ito the streets to grow up in tlie crimi- 


il classes. 
If the local school failed to work the 


•etormation, they should be sent to the 
nstitution provideJ by the state. The 
.raining ollicer, under the direction of 
.he principal, would each day look up 
ill cases of absence whose cause was not 
mown to the teacher. 


Some children ungovcrned at homo 


make little or no trouble at school, but 
irregular attendance makes it impossible 
Lo educate them. 
Many of tho worst 


children have bright minds and, if com- 
pelled to ultend regularly, would be- 
;ome interested in their work and be 
educated as useful citizens. 


Tnose who have been found in the 


criminal class during the year are chil- 
dren who did not attend school at all, or 
whose attendance has been very irregu- 
lar. The cause of Immunity demands 
compulsory education. Municipal econ- 
omy indorses the demand. 


In regard to the new High school 


building I would offer the following sug- 
gestions: That the lirst lloor be ar- 
ranged for department work in the 
seventh and eighth grades. That the 
second tloor be arranged for the high 
school and business course with a chcmi- 
nil laboratory in the attic. That the 
basement, in addition to living rooms 
for tho janitor, contain a gymnasium for 
the girls and n iiKtntiiil training denart- 
iient for the boys. 


Physical training is everywhere re- 


eiving attention. It is the hasis of all 
other work. At the University of Cali- 
fornia daily training iu (.he gymnasium 
is compulsory for the lirnt two yearn. It 
receives equal attention at Stanford. 
Many will not go to college, and those 
who do, need physical aij well 
HH men- 


tal training in tbepreparation of school. 
The play ground and the work ^liop 
if ford the boys much exercise. As soon 
IK possible then: should be a gymmis- 
Hin for the boys and manual training 
for the p\r\t>. 


Woodwork in all Unit could he intro- 


duced at present iu Hits shop. This is 
not for thu purpose- of leaching a trade, 
but to give thu hand an equal education 
'.vitli the mind, and to empliasi/.e prac- 
tically the importance of drawing,geom- 
elry and physics.
